8WIFTS SILV ER MINE DISCOVERED 

In Wnlfe Cntrnty, rad Vhm Herald Man 
()■• ot the Loeky roiMNon, 

The existence of a rich silver mine in 
Eastern Kentucky, hju beeu a tradition 
for the past one hundred years. In fact, 
it was n lost mine wheu Daniel Boone 
and his companions first discovered "The 
Dark and Bloody Ground," mo named by 
the ludians on account of the traditionary 
slaughter of their ancestors within its 
borders, accounts of which bad been 
handed down to them. All the tribes 
were swept away, and in their place the 
ghosts of the departed red men were sup- 
nosed to wander onion? the solitudes.

The baskot is lifted to the 
edge Of the balcony on tho wall, and then 
whilo Paul holds on Id tho rope with both 
hands his friends lower away, carefully 
and cautiously, slowly but surely, furthor 
down and further down, until the basket 
•trilces the earth and tho apostlo stops out 
and afoot and nlone starts on that famous 
missionary tour, tho story of which has 
astonished earth ami Heaven. Appropri- 
ate entry in Paul's diary of travels: 
♦'Through a window in a basket was. 1 lot 
down by the wall."

A HAZARDOUS BUSINESS. 

Some of the Temptations In a Broker's 

Life. 

From tho start, tho boy entering a 
broker's office will bo intrusted with large 
sums of money to carry to the bank or to 
customers. Ho may be in an offlw where 
bank-bills and shining gold are within his 
reach all the time; and he will be so com- 
pletely absorbed in the subject or stocks, 
bonds and money, that it will bo some- 
what strange if he does not soon begin to 
look at the getting of monoy as the most 
nt business of life. And when be 
tie older and becomes clork or 
tempta-

gambling— "speculating," as it is called — 
is own account. Huch ventures are of 
so vory hazardous, and ou all accounts 
should bo shunned. A broker requires 
great strength of character to resist, the 
temptation to get wealthy by false 
methods; and a boy should think long and 
well before ho adopts the calling. 

For the broker's bujiuess is at best un- 
stable. Hie work is dono quickly in the 
it of great excitement and of "high 
sure,*' as we say. As money comes 
kly and easily to the broker, it is not 
so highly prized as if it were earned by 
the toil which produces a visible result, 
and it usually goes as easily as it comes. 
Brokers, of course, defend their own occu- 
cupation. They will toll you that their 
services as agents in securing stocks and 
bonds are needed; but they will not deny 
that stock-brokerage would cease to bo a 
protitable business, except to a very few 
firms, if people were to stop speculating in 
.urities. Of course, there are many 
>n in this business who hare risen to 
•ulth and to eminence as financiers, 
who would scorn to do a mean ordiahonor- 
ablo act All honor to sucti men, because 
tl.ey must often have been sorely tempted 
) do wrong. 

I would uot h» unjust to this large class 
of men, so many of whom have personal 
trait* which we are bound to admire. They 
:>pen-handod with their means. Their 
word lo ono another is as good as a bonl. 
In fact, a large proportion' or the L 
transacted upon the exchange 
without written contract, and 
solely upon the good raith or the members 
concerned. Their promptness to respond 
on public appeals for aid or sympathy is 
proverbial. Yet all this should have no 
influence upon a boy who is deciding 
whether or no he shall be a broker.—
